COURT RECORDS WHICH SEEM TO PUT THE CHERRY THRER YARN

oUT OF BUSINESS—THE FAT
IN AN INDICTMENT WHICH

WASHINGTON, Ocl. 2—Document-
ary ovidenee ham just been disgovered
In Falrfux County, Vi, to prove that
George Washington was not always
regarded by his neighbors as a model
of veracity., At the May term of the
Falrfax County Court ln 1760 he wus
piblicly  “presented” by the Grand
Jury for swearing to a false llst of
his taxable property. In othér words,
12 eitlzgenns of his home ecounty officinl-
ly branded him as a Har and a tax-
dodger

The discovery of this record was
made by Captain 8 R. Donahboe, edi-
tor of the Falrfax Herald, While seek-
ing date 1or a history of the country,
which he Is engaged in writing, Cap-
tiin Donnhoe had oocasion to exmme
Ine thé anclent records of the county
court, and there he unearthed, n day
or two hgo, startling prool of the fact
that In 1760 erimiunal proceedings were
Instituted agalnst Washlongton for not
entering hls property for taxatiob
agtecably to law, an offense which in-
valved the making of a false oath,

On page 463 of o volume entitled
“Liber A.” the minute book of the
court, Captain Donahoe found the re-
port of the Grand Jury of Fairfat
County, Colony of Virginia, rendered
to the Court on May 2, 1760, and In it
in company with presentments for
thievery and indlctments for landing
Quakers, was the following:

“We present George William Falr-
fax, George Washington, John Car-
Iyle, Danlel French, Robert Bogges,
Catesby Cocke, Townshend Dade.
Sybill West, Garraril Alexander, Je-
mima Minor, Willlam Ramsay, Ben-
jamin Grayson, George Mason, John
Plummer, Dame!l MeCarty and Abra-
ham Barnes for (not) entering their
wheeled carringes agreéeably o law,
as appears (o us by the list of deliv

éred to the Clérk of the County.”

The word “pressnl” as used In this
report carried In those days only a
slightly different meaning from that
of the word “Indict,” a difference
largely techinieal.

“The old lawe of the Colony ot Vir-
ginia,” today said Walter T. Oliver, ot
the Virginia Legiglature and a prom-
inent lawyer of Fairfax, “provided for
eriminal proceedlogs in two ways, by
indictment or presentment. In case of
indictment the King's counsel initialee
the prosecution, bringing the tacts
before the Grand Jury, who then re-
ported an Indictment to the court; in
case of presentment, however, the
Grand Jurors proceeded on thelr own
initlative without the assistance or
intervention of the counsel. They
summuoned witnesses, and, if Lo the
minds of the twelve, the facls showed
the suspected person guilty of a erime,
the case was ‘presented’ to the Court,
whereupon prapep writs of apprehen-
slon were issued for the acoused and
the King's counsel ordered to prose-
cute Lthe case, So that, so [ar as the
legal signlfieation of the word means
n grave ¢riminal charge by an author-
Iged Jury. ‘present’ has, in this in-
stance, the same force as ‘indiet," "

“Fuarther," sald Mr. Oliver, “that an
owners Milure to ‘enler’ any property
should have been dealt with as a crime
rests wpon the meaning of the word
‘enter’ In the formal presentment, Un-
der Colonlal law an owner, unless” he
was willing to permit the county offi-
clal to make a schedule of his taxable
property, made out u list of It himsell,
To protect the publle revenues against
fraud, the law proviged that, subjoin-
od to the list of property, should be
the following oath, taken by the own-
or:

"1, ——, do solemnly swear that the
property entered fn the foregoing list
is all, both real and personal, subject

"This onth was dualy made and at.
tegted before an  authorized ofMelal.
The offense of swearing falsely to a
property ist, while really perjury,
was made a separate offense by net ol
the House of Burgesses Thus it was
that ‘Washinglon was criminally
charged, not with perfury, but with
not ‘entering’ certaln property.”

In short, the greatest of Americans
was belleved on judiclal history and
examination by 12 gubstantinl men of
his country, to be gullty of what I= to-
day termed “tax-dodging™

Yet he was In good company
William Falrfax with him was o nep-
new of the great Lord Falrfax, whose
possessions would have casily blanket-
ed hall a dogen German principalities:
and the Qeorge Mason caught In this
fudlelnl drag nel wos aflerwafd the
author of the celebrated Bill of Hights
and the bosom friend of Thomas Je-
erson.

The tradition that Waushington was
officially charged with swearing to a
falge tax Hsat for the purpose of evad-
ing the payment of taxes has been
passed around the gossiping clreles of
the sleopy old village of Fairfax for sy
the generations of the last cencury.
Bot, until it was proved to be true by
Captain Donahoe’s discovery, no spe-
cial eredence was placed there. Ac
cording to tradition, Washlngton was
naled up before the court some halt
dozen times for this offense. The par-
ticular record referred to here. how-
ever, has omy Lhls single case,

It Is unfortunate that there are no
records left of the result of thia pro-
cesding. This book alone of nll e
records survives. When in the eonfiier
between the Btates the armies of the
North swept through the village ot
Fairfax the Union soldiery plilaged
the historle Courthonse huollding and
burned or bore away every volume
and record it contalned. Only the
will of Washington, which had bean
taken to Kweamond for safe-Keeping
on the advance of MoDowell to Bull
Run, was preserved. About Len years
ago the clerk of the county was as-
tonished 1o receive this lone volume,
“Liber A." from a citlzen of Pennsyl-
vania, who sald In explanation that,
as administrator of the estate of a
Northern soldler, lately deceased, the
book had come into his hands, It had
been taken by the man while cam-
paigning In Virginia as a trophy.

The records are In (he scholarly
handwriting of the 18th century, and,
though the paper Is faded and erumb-
ling with age, the ink is gtill cloar and
the preseniment of Washington by the
Grand Jury 18 as legible as n page of
yvesterday's typowriting, There Is one
defect in this passage, however., The
word “not” was omitted by the olerk
who penned the court record. A “not"
was interlined, whether at the time or
not, It is impossthle to tell,
